Agreement on limi­ 
tation was, therefore, to the interest of

to its policy for 
avoidance of war and war-breeding 
practices and at the same time acting 
consistently for the national defense, 
heartily joined in that movement. But 
as to air armaments, that is another 
matter. The United States is danger­ 
ously far behind in that field. 
It is 
alarmingly 
short 
in 
air fleets and 
equipment for aerial warfare. 
It can 
not talk limitation of air armaments 
until its own is commensurate with its 
needs, and it will not do so. 
Self de­ 
fense is a law of nations that none can 
safely disregard. 
Considerations of 
national defense urge expansion of air 
forces to an extent that will render 
America safe from attack in that ele­ 
ment. 
Certain European nations have 
outstripped this country in such ex 
pansion, and have thereby raised the 
limits to which American air arma­ 
ments must be carried, if the people 
are to be properly protected against 
invasion, assault and war's havoc.” 
That is the kind of philosophy which 
spells failure for any 
and 
all 
efforts to 
minimize by mutual agreement the danger 
of war. 
If all nations take that attitude 
and if we take it the others must— there's 
an end of the matter. 
Fortunately an in­ 
creasing number of people are becoming 
imbued with a determination not to let it 
end there. 
The demand that the United 
States take an active part in a great inter­ 
national undertaking to prom ote friendly 
relations among 
the 
nations is g r o w in g , 
stronger every day.

Gifford Pinehot was one of the founders 
of the policy of conservation— a policy for 
the firm establishment of which Theodore 
Roosevelt is rightly and justly praised by 
all fairminded men of all parties. 
A time 
may come when conservation will be ac­ 
counted the most important word in the 
catalog of Roosevelt’s 
services, 
and 
in 
making conservation a reality Pinehot was 
(Roosevelt’s righthand man,the source from 
. which he drew 
much 
of his inspiration, 
Mr. Pinehot, therefore, is peculiarly quali­ 
f i e d to discuss one highly important aspect 
I of the oil lease scandal, an aspect which 
has been almost lost to view— that is to 
say, the aspect which reveals the whole oil 
j conspiracy as a plot to destroy conserva- 
'tion as a national 
policy 
of 
the United 
I States. 
Says Mr. Pinehot: 
“How 
thoroughly 
the 
American 
people have 
approved 
that policy, 
liow completely 
they 
have made it 
their own, and how vigorously they 
demand its 
enforcement, 
is 
proven 
by the wreck of* one 
administration 
whose officials attempted to reverse 
it, and by the 
universal 
execration 
now poured upon the men who in an­ 
other administration have attempted 
to scrap the 
Roosevelt 
conservation 
idea. 
Then it was coal and Ballinger. 
Now it is oil and Fall. 
“The attempted destruction of the 
Roosevelt 
conservation 
policy is the 
essence of the oil scandal which is fill­ 
ing the 
front 
page of every news­ 
paper. 
An effort was made to set pri­ 
vate profit ahead of the public w el­ 
fare, to prefer private interests— pri­ 
vate oil interests— to the interests of 
the 
nation 
through 
its 
navy; 
to 
abolish the Roosevelt plan to set aside 
oil reserves for the American navy as 
insurance 
against 
a lack of fuel in 
some great future crisis; in a word, at 
the cost of the nation to help a few 
rich men grow richer. 
“Excuses made on the testimony of 
witnesses,, already 
thoroughly 
dis­ 
credited by the proof of bias, that the 
naval oil reserves were being drained 
away by outside 
wells, 
do not hold. 
Even had it been true to any decisive 
extent, which it was 
not, 
what the 
government should have done to pro­ 
tect the navy’s oil reserves was to take 
over the draining wells, and so stop 
the draining process. 
Instead of that, 
having lost the tail, or part of the tail, 
it threw the whole hide after it.”
